That the Ziff annexed of our names to a Petition pretended by our conſent to be preſented to the Members ſetting 
at we ftminFer, 1s not at all by us owned, neither do we know any other Authors or Abettors thereof, then ſome 
few here under-mentioned, our names 1n truth being gained by Collenel zhitron, under the pretence to pur down 
Hatkny Coachmer ; but by him converted to another ule, and that ſo contrary to ouT thoughts and intentions, thar 
we would ſooner have quitted our necrelt relations, than haveconſented to ſuch e4uliences. For the undecciving 
therefore of the Geztry of rhis Nation, to whom many, yea, moſt of us are oblieged, and conſequently notun- 
known; for the ret png the judgements of ſuch as know us not, and for the ſatisfaRion of the whole free-borr 
Subjects of England who with us claima buthright in Adagzs Cherta, and the Petition of right , we doe further, with 
one conſent, declare. : 

That we conceive it fitting, for the redreſing the grievous wants and preſſures, that lie upon all the good

Lament, which as we know the Nation groanes for ; ſo we _— deſire, and we fhall not acquieſce, till 
we have regained that our «doubted right, hitherto unqueſtioned Priviledge, and never to be denied Lawful Demand. 
In the defence whereof, we ſhall account nothing too dear te loſe, being ready to quit notonely our employments, 
bur to lay aſide our relatiozs , and lay our lives at ſtake,
